Mayor Rick Mosseau said he was pleased that 
WestRidge represented the Shantz Village pro¬ 
ject at the expo.

“It will be good for the town - a turn¬ 
ing point in our development.”

Recently Fish and Wildlife, Community Peace Offi¬ 
cers and Didsbury RCMP have been dealing with 
reports of moose in town. Moose are a normal 
occurrence in our town and are not generally dealt 
with unless they are showing signs of aggression, 
or are in areas with lots of children. If you see 
moose in town please give them their space and 
keep children and dogs away from them. Dogs of¬ 
ten want to chase and the moose have been 
known to kick at them causing serious injury or 
death. Please do not feed wildlife, for when we 
feed the deer and moose they return because of an 
established food source. A large population of this 
type of wildlife will attract predators which could 
be dangerous. 

If moose are coming into areas with children such 
as schools, parks, etc., then please contact Fish and 
Wildlife at 1-800-642-3800. In addition, please con¬ 
tact Peace Officers through the Town Office at 403- 
335-3391. At times you may see officers shooting 
at the animals in town. If that happens, please stay 
away from the area and know that officers only use 
bean bag rounds, rubber bullets, and paint ball 
guns to scare them off. These are non-lethal means 
of letting the moose know to be more wary of hu¬ 
mans and to move to more secluded areas.

Letter 

Reimagining Shantz Crossing 


“To be, or not to be, that is the 
question" (William Shakespeare 
in Hamlet) aptly puts the Shantz 
Village reimaging in perspective: 
to be a residential/commercial 
focused neighbourhood, or to 
remain as the Shantz Crossing 
industrial district. 

Does the reimaging fit 
Didsbury s existing vision and 
governance framework? If not, 
should the vision and governance 
framework be reviewed and 
revised prior to reimaging consid¬ 
erations? 

Are the proposed land use re- 
designations and build-out of the 
site of the best possible innova¬ 
tive design? Do they capture the 
imagination of all stakeholders, 
becoming part of their sense of 
place and being in the Didsbury 
community? Answers to these 
questions, and the merits each 
option offers to progressively 
move Didsbury forward - YIMBY 
(Yes, In My Back Yard) - hope¬ 
fully will be provided at the open 
house and public hearing on April 
19. 

On March 9, as the first step in 
reimaging the site to a residential/ 


commercial focused neighbour¬ 
hood, the Municipal Planning 
Commission recommended a pub¬ 
lic hearing process to ensure the 
town of Didsbury and the con¬ 
ditional buyer “did things right” 
(Didsbury Review March 29). 

Town administration and coun¬ 
cil are governed by a number 
of policies as a framework for 
“doing things right”, none more 
relevant than the Accountability 
Policy requiring an open and 
forthright environment that 
includes: 1) disclosure of infor¬ 
mation sufficient to make an 
informed decision, 2) consider¬ 
ation to the full range of possible 
alternatives, and 3) the pros and 
cons of recommended options for 
council’s decision. 

What is not clear is whether 
consideration has been given 
to ensuring Didsbury’s existing 
democratic governance frame¬ 
work (the main pillars being 
the Municipal Development 
Plan, Strategic Plan, Land Use 
Bylaw, Area Structure and 
Redevelopment plans, Central 
Core Heritage Plan, any as may 
be supported by research such as 


the Economic Development Plan 
;uid Affordable Housing Study) 
is not deemed superfluous as a 
result of t he financial expediency 
offered from a single sole sourced 
opportunity. 

Two significant attributes 
of this goverminee framework 
strongly support that Didsbury’s 
downtown area is to remain the 
focus of commercial activity, 
plus an industrial development 
strategy directed at achieving a 
residential to non-residential tax 
assessment of 70:30 by 2020. 

Other notable attributes are 
housing forms of innovative 
design with consideration to 
affordability and attainability, and 
sustainable sociability/liveability 
for residents. Is it appropriate for 
“notwithstanding status” be con¬ 
ferred on Shantz Village, an ad 
hoc opportunity that develops a 
commercial area distant from the 
downtown (using a liberal inter¬ 
pretation of the Land Use Bylaw), 
replaces a site developed to meet 
industrial objectives, and is silent 
to housing and liveability needs 
of the community?

Chinese refugee says he finally feels free 

Fukui Shi and family land in Canada April 5

Joseph said he was ecstatic to see his brother 
arrive safely in Canada after almost 10 years of fight¬ 
ing to get him here, adding he couldn’t sleep for two 
Fukui Shi said he finally felt free when he landed nights prior to his arrival, 
on Canadian soil with his wife and two kids on April Although Fukui cannot speak any English, he 

asked Joseph to tell everyone how thankful he was 
for their support. 

The history 

Joseph was arrested in China nearly 30 years ago 
for leading a counter-revolutionary group and spent 
seven years in prison before fleeing the country and 
overcoming multiple hurdles en route to Canada in 
2000 . 

He published an underground newsletter to edu¬ 
cate people that China wasn’t a communist country. 
As a believer in communism, he felt the Chinese 
government was brainwashing citizens by appearing 
communistic but not following the communism 
theory. 

After he was arrested, Fukui started to follow what 
his older brother had started. He discovered that 
poor people in China were paying more in taxes than 
they could afford and the school system was flawed 
as well. 

He collected evidence, mailed it to Joseph and 
the two of them contacted several media outlets in 
an effort to spread the news. Joseph has connec¬ 
tions with human rights groups in China, which has 
allowed him to communicate with Fukui and send 
and receive information over the years. 

Joseph said this sparked a joint government inves¬ 
tigation into the evidence that was provided. He said 
it resulted in changes to rural resident taxation and 
the school system. 

But after that, Fukui faced death threats and was 
attacked on more than one occasion. Joseph said he 
was even stabbed during one of the attacks. 

Fukui also supported various human rights move¬ 
ments, including a website. But once the website’s 
creator was arrested, he knew he couldn’t continue 
doing what he believed in. 

“From then on we decided it was time for him to 
get out,” said Joseph. 

He said in 2007, Fukui and his family attempted to 
flee the country. They got passports and registered 
in a tour group to Thailand but were stopped at the 
airport and their passports were taken away. 

That same year. Amnesty International issued an 
urgent action letter for Fukui and millions of people 
from across the world wrote letters to the Chinese 
government in support of him, he added. 

But Fukui, his wife Shoufang and their two sons 
Chunlei and Hanlei, were still not accepted to come 
to Canada 
En route to Canada 

After bouncing from city to city in China since 
2007, Fukui and his family managed to escape the 
country and flee to Thailand in February last year. 

Joseph hired a smuggler to guide them through the 
border from China to Burma on foot. But once they 
arrived in Burma the smuggler began to act suspi¬ 
cious and the Shis thought he had connections to the 
Chinese government. 

They managed to escape to a nearby church where 
a priest said they could stay for a couple of weeks. 
During that time Fukui met a man outside of the 
church who told him he could help them get to 
Thailand for a small amount of money. 


With nothing to lose, they took the risk and the 
man followed through. 

After arriving in Thailand, they lived in a small 
apartment for more than a year hoping to get immi¬ 
gration approval to come to Canada. 

Meanwhile, in Canada, Joseph said after an article 
was published in multiple Mountain View Publishing 
newspapers last fall, Earl Dreeshen, who was run¬ 
ning for MP in the Red Deer-Mountain View riding 
at the time, approached him and said he would help 
bring his brother to Canada if he was elected. 

He was elected in October and kept his promise. 
Fukui was accepted only two months later. 

Complications arose during the process and the 
Shis were put in an immigration jail for protection 
purposes just one week before departing for Canada. 

Once they were cleared to head to Canada, they 
flew from Bangkok to Seoul in South Korea, then to 
Vancouver and arrived in Calgary on the evening of 
April 5 after more than 20 hours of travel time. 

But there were no complaints. Fukui said he felt 
like a heavy load had been lifted off his shoulders 
and he felt relieved, happy and appreciative. 

Life in Canada 

Fukui and his family are living with Joseph, his 
wife Christina and their adopted son Joshua in their 
home in Cremona. They will be living there until they 
get settled into their new life in Canada. 

During an interview with the Carstairs Courier at 
Joseph’s restaurant in Cremona on April 7, Fukui 
said he thinks Cremona is beautiful and peaceful .and 
people are friendly. 

His two sons Chunlei and Hanlei, who will go by 
Charlie and Henry, are expected to start classes at 
Cremona School this week. Charlie is 11 and Henry 
is 17. 

Joseph said they are happy and settling in well. 

“This morning they already went to the schoolyard 
to play. They think this is heaven," he said. “Last 
night they couldn’t sleep. They just wanted to play, 
play, play." 

Fukui was a building renovator in China and 
enjoyed doing it but Joseph said the standards aren’t 
the same in Canada. Shoufang will likely help out at 
the restaurant. 

They are both eager to learn how to speak English 
and can take classes in Calgary. Charlie and Henry 
will learn how to speak English in school. 

The Shis have been meeting with Catholic Social 
Services officials who help immigrants and refugees 
settle into Canada. 

Fukui said he is grateful for the Canadian gov¬ 
ernment's support and efforts to get him here, but 
he wants the government to help other families 
suffering in China as well. 

Joseph said they were under the impression that 
their flight expenses would be covered, but later 
found out the government is only covering the cost 
of flights for Syrian refugees. 

“You can't treat one group differently than the 
other. It’s totally unfair," he said. 

“No matter which country the refugee is from, 
none of the refugees have good financial situations. 
They should be treated equally," he said. 

“He (Fukui) was treated good and we appreciate 
the Canadian government for that, but we shouldn't 
only take refugees from one country and ignore the 
rest." 


The Chinese refugee has been trying to immigrate 
to Canada since 2007 and was finally accepted in 
December of last year. 

His brother Joseph, who is a Cremona councillor 
and a Chinese refugee himself, awaited his arrival 
anxiously at the Calgary International Airport with 
family and friends. 

While he saw his brother three years ago, this 
would be a reunion like no other 

Supporters held mini Canadian flags, a sign that 
read “Welcome to Canada Fukui Shi family” and bal¬ 
loons and flowers. 

Joseph’s face lit up when he saw his younger 
brother walk through the airport doors into the 
meeting area and he immediately embraced him in 
a familiar hug. 

Smiles quickly spread across the faces of about a 
dozen people gathered there for the Shi family and 
soon everyone was hugging.

Wealthy tax dodging an old issue 


Editorial 

Time to set aside 
partisanship 

To everything there is a season and in Alberta it is 
the season to set aside partisanship and for MLAs to 
rebuild the economy together. 

In the two world wars of the 20th century, Canadian 
parliamentary democracy united around coalition gov¬ 
ernments. In the United States, voters gave President 
Franklin Roosevelt unprecedented third and fourth 
terms in office. 

Alberta has a history of extraordinary political rem¬ 
edies. Now is the time for one of those out-of-the-box 
political moves. 

As Premier Rachel Notley said April 7 in her political 
homily given on television from her kitchen table, the 
oil price collapse is causing severe economic pain and 
personal anxieties about jobs and the future. 

It is not the NDP's doing. West Texas Intermediate 
oil prices have nose-dived from $107 in June 2014 to 
$26 in February. 

It is not the NDP’s doing 
that the unemployment rate 
has climbed from 4.7 to 7.9 per 
cent in 18 months. 

It is not the NDP’s doing that 
resource revenues have fallen 
from $9.6 billion in fiscal 2013- 
14 to a projected $1.4 billion in 
the coming budget year. 

All Albertans are dancing to 
the music that the global econ¬ 
omy makes. For this province 
the music is a dirge. 

Whether or not conserva¬ 
tives and capitalists like it, the 
duly elected government is 
New Democratic. It sets the budget, makes the legisla¬ 
tive agenda and governs provincial affairs. 

The NDP have been in office for a year and have 
made no irreversible mistakes of any consequence. 

Premier Notley is not very socialist in spite of the 
perception of Albertans, including Opposition polit¬ 
icians who don't get out of the province much. 

And when she spoke to the province from her kitch¬ 
en table, she softened her tone so much most media 
critics faulted her for generating more light than heat. 

Where, they asked, was the fervour of her campaign 
a year ago? 

There will be a general election in Alberta in 2019 or 
thereabouts. 

There will be plenty of time to campaign against the 
government and present alternatives to what they have 
done and are doing. 

It is time for the opposition political parties to swal¬ 
low their doubts and work with the government to 
deal with a crisis caused by events no Albertan can 
control. 

It might be another matter if any of her opponents, 
especially the Wildrose and Progressive Conservative 
parties, had said something about Notley’s talk that 
was equal to the crisis. 

But, to ase the biblical image, when they attacked 
her, they strained at bugs and swallowed camels with 
ease. 

In 1921 the United Farmers of Alberta defeated the 
Liberal government to form a new political dynasty. 

At the first caucus meeting, they debated whether 
they should form a cabinet that included Conservatives 
and Liberals. 

One of the intriguing “what-ifs" of Alberta political 
history is what if they had not taken the well-meaning 
advice of the province’s civil servants who warned 
against a coalition cabinet . 


For many years I have been writing to government 
authorities, political leaders, and letters to the edi¬ 
tor complaining about Canada’s loss of billions of 
dollars annually in tax revenue due to very wealthy 
Canadians evading or avoiding the payment of their 
fair share of taxes through the use of offshore tax 
havens and loopholes. 

The billions lost annually could have been used 
to fund infrastructure renewal, social programs, 
reduce taxes for ordinary Canadians or reduce the 
deficit. 

And yet, throughout the years, old-line parties in 
Canada failed to take any meaningful action to over¬ 
come the problem. I contacted Tom Mulcair and 


other NDP functionaries suggesting that tax evasion 
and avoidance be made a mtyor election issue. My 
request was met with stony silence. The issue was 
never raised at leaders’ debates, leader’s interviews, 
or the mainstream media. It almost seems as though 
tax evasion was a forbidden topic during the elec¬ 
tion. 

With the revelation that members of the top brass 
around the world are participating in the scheme, 
one begins to understand their reluctance to solve 
the problem.

Homeowners with property security 
issues such as break and enter or prop¬ 
erty damage should consider installing 
surveillance cameras, a Didsbury de¬ 
tachment RCMP officer says. 


Cpl. Resus Organ said in a briefing 
April 7 affordable wired and wireless 
security cameras are available and 
RCMP would be happy to advise prop¬ 
erty owners on their effective instal¬ 
lation. For instance, a camera can be 
positioned to film the image of a licence 
plate on a vehicle during the commis¬ 


sion of a crime. 

And it’s an invasion of privacy to have 
the camera pointing onto a neighbour’s 
property. Police can help with these 
kinds of issues. 

Homeowners in Mountain View 
County and its towns are beginning to 
use the cameras as an alternative or

Is this setting the precedent 
for other developments in 
Didsbury? Would a more suit¬ 
able strategy be to first revise 
the democratic governance 
framework, then undertake 


orderly development in an open, 
transparent process to maximize 
financial returns to Didsbury? 

Are the proposed Shantz 
Village land use re-designations 
of the best spatial design and 
liveability for the neighbour¬ 
hood or the Didsbury commu¬ 
nity? Kevin Lynch’s (a stalwart 
of urban planning) legibility 
of urban design - landmarks, 
edges, paths, districts and 
nodes - provides simple design 
tests. The following are a few 
comments to encourage your 
observations and reimaging sug¬ 
gestions. 

As proposed, Shantz Village 
lacks a distinctive landmark, one 
that is a “wow” factor for the 
neighbourhood and Didsbury 
community. This past winter 
saw people of all ages, from 
far and wide, enjoying skating 
and playing shinny hockey on 
the pond. With consideration 


to adding .angle parking space, 
plus people- friendly amenities 
(benches, picnic tables, etc.), 
the pond is a possible “land¬ 
mark” candidate. 


In a number of places the 
edges between districts (most 
noticeable between the com¬ 


mercial and residential districts) 
is quite harsh. Very few people 
want to be sitting in their back¬ 
yard looking at the wall of a 
conunercial building. Addition 
of transitional green space is 
a possible solution, and also 
becomes a welcome amenity 
space (park benches, trees and 
gardens, outdoor art work, loca¬ 
tion for community gardens are 
possibilities) for the immediate 
neighbourhood. 

Only through participation of 
all stakeholders (with observa¬ 
tions in their own words, and in 
their own terms) on their sense 
of space and being in the com¬ 
munity can a collective vision be 
formed to move Didsbury for¬ 
ward. All of your contributions, 
whichever project you favour, 
are important.
